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AMA accuses 
EPA of efforts 
to influence 
public hearings 
on motorcycle 
noise control 


WESTERVILLE, OH, APR. 24 

In a letter to Mr. Douglas Costle, 
administrator of the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, 
the government relations de- 


partment of the American Motorcyclist 
Association has strongly objected to 
whatiit feels may be efforts on the part 
of EPA and its regional office to 
influence the outcome of public 
hearings on proposed motorcycle noise 
regulations scheduled to open in 
Anaheim, California, on April 28 and 
extend to hearings in Washington on 
May 9. 

AMA has brought to EPA's 
attention an article appearing in ‘the 
St. Petersburg Times on April 24, 
encouraging senior citizens to turn out 
for public hearings in that city on May 
5, and telling them that motorcycles 
damage hearing, raise blood pressure, 
create viral infection, and cause birth 
defects. The article was accompanied 
by a picture of EPA spokesperson Jill 
Lucas and her quote “...we expect all 
the Hell's Angels to complain about 
the rules. In St. Petersburg we're 
hoping all the people will come out 
and cheer us.” 

AMA has also become aware that 
EPA's Region 5 office in Chicago has a 
traveling spokesman, addressing city 
councils on motorcycle noise, 
encouraging them to establish and 
enforce noise ordinances that predate 
proposed federal standards by several 
years; based on recommended testing 
procedures that are in direct conflict 
with (¡those recommended by the 


federal office of EPA. 
Reminding Costle that EPA played 
for public sympathy against 


motorcycles by publishing suggestive 
and false information in its “Noise On 
Wheels” pamphlet earlier this year, 
AMA: has accused the federal agency 
of violating all principles of fair and 
open' public dialogue in an effort to 
stack the deck in favor of proposed 
regulations that will put a $200 million 
per year burden on the American 
consumer in return for doubtful 
benefits. 

In“ its letter to EPA, AMA 
concludes, “....we now have two 
independent matters at hand: the 
noise. proposals themselves, , and 
second, how to address a bureau of the 
Executive Branch that can subscribe 
to the basest techniques to influence 
and control dialogue.” : o

Gallo topped 
fellow KTM rider Kevin LaVoie by 83 
special test points at the end of day 
two. KTM riders filled the top seven 
spots; Jeff Hill, Jack Penton, Ted 
Leimbach, Gary Younkins and Jeff 
Fredette followed Gallo and LaVoie. 
Team Suzuki riders Drew Smith, 
Denny Reese and Ted Worrell 
rounded out the top ten best scores.

Tim 
Culbath, also KTM mounted, came 
out on top of the 350cc class, and 
Frank Gallo — with his overall best 
score — bested the Open class 
entrants.

Gerard Rond of Team Honda won 
both motos in the Apr. 23 125cc 
World Championship MX Series event 
in Maasmechelen, Belgium beating 
Suzuki's 125cc World Champion 
Gaston Rahier's 2-2. Team Suzuki 
rider Akira Watanabe took a 3-3 
third. Series standings have Rahier 
leading easily with 81 points. Rond is 
second with 66; Watanabe third with 
65. 


Brad Lackey picked up a 3-2 third 
overall on his Bill Buchka-tuned 
works Honda at the Apr. 23 500cc 
International MX in Markelo, 
Holland. Winning the event with a 
2-1 day was Holland's Peter 
Herlings on a Maico. Heikki 
Mikkola, Team Yamaha's 500cc 
World Champion, scored second 
overall with a 1-3 total. Gerrit 
Wolsink took fourth for Team 
Suzuki with a 4-5 as Graham Noyce 
put a second Honda in the top five 
with a 7-4 fifth placing. 


Meanwhile, at the Apr. 23 F750 race 
at Brands Hatch, Team Yamaha's 





Kenny Roberts won both legs for a 
dominant overall victory. Steve Baker 
scored second in the first race and was 
running second in the final heat until 
he dropped out on the last lap, leaving 
second overall for Venezuela's Johnny 
Cecotto. 


On Friday, Apr. 21, the Treasury 
Department tentatively ruled that 
the Japanese motorcycle manu- 
facturers have been “dumping” 
bikes in this country. According to 
a report in the Wall Street Journal, 
the following manufacturers have 
been selling bikes in 'this country 
for amounts (indicated by 
percentage) less than the selling 
prices in Japan: Honda 1.4%, 
Kawasaki 3.6%, Yamaha 1.9% and 
Suzuki 0.7%. The investigation was 
brought about by an “anti- 
dumping” suit filed by Harley- 
Davidson. The _ investigation, 
according to the report, will 
continue. 


Nikon, now the official camera of the 
American Motorcyclist Association, 
will be developing a “Nikon finish line 
documentation system” at AMA 
Grand National Championship/Camel 
Pro Series and Toyota Supercross 
Series events in '78. The system, 
similar to the one now in use for 
United States Auto Club events, 
consists of three Nikon cameras: two 
still cameras and one movie camera. 


Nikon will also supply prizes for an 
AMA membership photography 
contest. Two categories, 
competition and non-competition, 
will be included with three prizes in 
each, plus an overall grand prize. 
The grand prize will be a Toyota 
SR-5 sport truck and a Nikon FM 
camera with 50mm f2 lens and 
MD-11 motor drive. Nikon 
equipment worth $1,500, $1,000 
and $750 will be awarded to the 
top three photographers in each 
category. 


Californian Wes Cooley ran second 
120-mile international road race on 
the street circuit of Bathurst, Australia 
for 25 of 30 laps until his bike’s drive 
chain snapped and destroyed the 
engine cases. Hideo Kanaya led Cooley 
at the time of the failure, with Warren 
Willing running third, 19 seconds 


behind Cooley. According to Cooley, 
a fall on some parts of the course 
would have put the rider over a 500- 
foot cliff, and preliminary races were 
held in the rain. Straightaway speeds 





on the circuit, which is used just twice 
a year for racing, topped 175 mph 
with Daytona gearing. Three humps 
on the straight sent bikes airborne at 
top speed, Cooley said. The race was 
held on Easter Sunday. 


Carter Alsop will make her 
Superbike Production debut at the 
Loudon, New Hampshire Camel 
Pro Series road race, riding a 
GS1000 Suzuki provided by U.S. 
Suzuki and prepared by Yoshimura 
R & D of America. 


Randy Mamola of Santa Clara, CA 
will ride a Venemotos-sponsored 
Yamaha TZ350 in an international 
road race held at Rimini, Italy on 
Apr. 23. Johnny Cecotto started out on 
Venemotos machinery before joining 
the Yamaha factory team. Mamola 
will also ride his Jim Doyle-sponsored 
TZ250. 


Dick Fuller of Ventura, CA will join 
the increasing number of American 
road racers in Europe when he 
leaves for the 250cc Grand Prix in 
May. 


AMA Superbike Production 
Champion Reg Pridmore will make his 
return to sidecar racing with a hack 
built by frame maker Rob North and 
powered by a Don Vesco TZ750 
engine, After a brief shakedown in the 
United States, the sidehack will be 
shipped to England for the Isle of 
Mann TT, scheduled for June. 


Rather than risk having their 
motorcycles claimed, Yamaha 
Motor Canada has withdrawn from 
all racing in the United States. That 
leaves Ron Pierce without a 250cc 
ride for AMA Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series. 
Pierce led the Daytona 250 race 
until the Bob Work — tuned 
Yamaha Motor Canada 250 ran out 
of gas. 


Wes Cooley has picked up sponsorship 
from Arai helmets. According to 
Cooley, the deal was finalized over 
dinner with Michio Arai at Bathurst, 
Australia. 


Sources inside the Honda factory 
say that major design changes will 
be made to the CBX six-cylinder 
before the bike is released for sale 
in June or July. Additional cylinder 
head bolts to halt leakage 
problems have already been seen 
on some CBX engines in the 
United States, but the latest report 
from inside Honda R & D is that 
the fork and swingarm pivot will 
be altered as well. 


Suspension limited the handling of 
prototype Honda CBX models tested 
by U.S. magazines. Larger diameter 
fork tubes and sliders, needle roller 
bearings for the swingarm (replacing 
plastic bushings), larger diameter 
swingarm pivot, and better shock 
absorbers are included in the specific 
changes. An improved seat is also 
slated for production models, 
according to the source. 


Race in the Superdome? Amateur 
MXers who placed in the top 24 at 
the GNC event in the Houston 
Astrodome, who were among the 
top 10 in the April 
Teckfaw/Loranger MX, or who 
finish in the top 10 at the upcoming 
Apr. 30 AMA Amateur Qualifier at 
Motocross South in Pearl, MS, are 
eligible for the AMA Invitational 
Amateur MX in the New Orleans

Japan’s Hiroshi Kondo will also 
receive the new bikes. 


Motorcycle dealers — thanks to a 
recent reinterpretation of the 
American Motorcyclist Association’s 
Code of Regulations — are eligible for 
Class A Trusteeship in the AMA’s 
Board of Trustees. The original 
interpretation of the Code said the 
Class A Trustees could not_ be 
affiliated with a motorcycle 
manufacturer, and dealers were 
included as “affiliated.”

AMA D-36 rules required 
that Gennai be issued a “C” rider 
classification because he didn't 
have an enduro card, even though 
he holds AMA National number 20.

Nothing could stop him. Bob Hannah crashed 
in a horrendous fifth gear endo that left him 
bleeding and bruised, but he remounted his 
Keith McCarty-tuned OW works Yamaha in 


time to hold onto his winning 
streak. Hannah racked up his 
10th straight race win since his 
Dallas Supercross victories, as 
he dominated both motos at Rio 
Bravo Cycle Park in the third round of 


the AMA/Mr. PiBB 250cc National 
MX Series. 


Teammate Broc Glover tried to give 
the Yamaha camp another clean 
sweep this week, but a jumped start in 
the opening 125cc moto left Broc with 
a one lap penalty that couldn't be 
made up. Even without the penalty, it 
was questionable that Broc could have 
caught a charging Mark Barnett who 
posted his first National win for Team 
Suzuki with the Mark Johnson 
wrenched RA-125-78 racer.

“I didn’t think I jumped the gate. I 
feel terrible!” moaned AMA 125cc 
National Champion Broc Glover after 
the first moto incident. 

Glover was caught along with 
Danny Chandler in running the gate, 


and both were penalized a lap. Broc 
went with his holeshot and led halfway 
around the first lap before bailing off. 
“My front end washed out,” Glover 
explained later. 

Suzuki's Brian Myerscough 
inherited the lead ahead of Gaylon 
Mosier, Mark Barnett, Marty Moates, 
Warren Reid and Glover who was 
back up on two wheels ahead of Steve 
Wise. Wise was nursing a sprained 
ankle suffered in the previous week’s 
National in southern Calfiornia. 

Within five laps Glover had left the 
field in his wake as he slammed back 
up front to retake the lead (albeit a 
penalized lap down). He maintained a 
stronghold on first over Myerscough as 
the other Team Suzuki rookie, Mark 
Barnett moved up to join the ruckus. 
Barnett soon caught his teammate and 
was closing on Glover. 

“This new works bike feels good. It’s 
fast and it handles. I followed Broc for 
a lap and then just zapped him!” said 
Barnett after the race.

hilly Rio Bravo Cycle Park. 

In round one, Hannah jammed his 
way up to the front passing front 
runners Jim Gibson on the Bassett 
Yamaha, Husky's Chuck Sun, and 
then Pomeroy for second place on lap 





four. When questioned why it took 
him an unusually long amount of time 
(for him) — five laps — to pass Ellis 
for the lead, Hannah replied, “Its 
really hard to pass out there, and Ellis 
knew how to keep the door closed on 
me. 

Once he did get the lead, Hannah 
began pulling away at an amazing rate 
that seemed almost crazy as he 
ricocheted off trees bordering the 
track and impacted berms with 
explosions that could be felt in 
downtown Houston.

I threw my foot 
out to try and save it, but the bike 
bounced forward and flipped me over 
the front of the bars. I was still holding 
on upside down and looking back at 
the exhaust pipe when I figured I 
couldn't save it. I knew I was dead!”

Hannah cartwheeled down the track 
and into a trackside fence suffering a 
cut and gashed chest. He regained his 
senses after a few moments and then 
scrambled over to his bike. Within 10 
seconds after unloading in a nose dive 
at 70 mph, Hannah was back up and 
running.

My bike 
isn't any faster than anyone else's, 
though people might be saying that 
now that I’m winning. It’s the same 
bike I rode at Daytona and people said 
it was a lot slower than the Hondas 
there. My bike might have a little 
more torque because it flattens out on 
the powerband sooner: But then I just 
pop the clutch as usual and the engine 
explodes liké it has 10 more 
horsepower. Im just waiting for 
someone to protest us. Keith can use 
the teardown money,” said a happy 
Hurricane Hannah.

500cc World Championship MX Series — Round One 
Mikkola wins easily; DeCoster, Lacl

PAYERNE, SWITZERLAND, APR. 9 


In brilliant sunshine, World Motocross Cham- 
pion Heikki Mikkola made a flying start to the 
defense of his championship title with two clear 
and devastating wins in front of a packed 


25,000 crowd at 
Switzerland. 

Out on his new OW 39 works 
Yamaha the flying Finn was 


never challenged. He took the lead in 
the first lap of both legs and then went 
on smoothly and confidently to pull 
out comfortable leads over the twisty 
course set in the lush green hills near 
Payerne. 


Britain's hope, Graham Noyce, had 
a disappointing start to the 1978 season 
on his works Honda. He was well 
placed at the start of both motos, but 
crashes meant that he only scored once 
first time out with a sixth place. 

He crashed on the first lap of the 
second moto then pulled in for some 


Payerne, 


straightening work on his handlebars, 
setting off again like a bat out of hell 
to rejoin the fray, only to end up 
crashing into the ropes two laps later 
and retiring. 

Overall runner-up to Mikkola was 
multi-World Champion Roger 
DeCoster, making his comeback to 
the Grand Prix two months after the 
horrific crash that almost killed him. 

DeCoster managed to get within 15 
seconds of the champ early on in the 
first moto, but failed to make any fur- 
ther impression by the flag. 

After weeks without any riding 
practice DeCoster seemed fit, but next 
time out he could only manage fourth 
place behind Brad Lackey and run- 
ner-up Dutchman Gerrit Wolsink. 


Only other Briton to score at Payer- 
ne was CCM teamster Bob Wright, 
who managed tenth place in the first 
moto, but then crashed into the ropes 
in the second leaving GP newcomer 
Steven How to solider on alone and 
finish sixteenth. 

John Banks was a -non-starter, 
staying at home to look after his ill 
father. 


American Brad Lackey led Mikkola 
and the rest of the pack up the hill and 
into the first bend. But within a lap 
Mikkola was out in front and DeCoster 
was holding off fellow Belgian lanky 
Jaak Van Velthoven in fourth place. 
Wolsink was fifth ahead of Noyce. 

As the race wore on, Mikkola just 
stretched out his lead from Lackey un- 
til the American came off at the back 
of the circuit and dropped back to fif- 
th behind Noyce. 

Wolsink was riding well up behind 
Van Velthoven and looked good for 
third place but his Suzuki slipped its 
chain at the top of one of Payerne's 
jumps and after a long delay fitting it 


back on got away in nineteenth place, 

With Wolsink off the leader-board, 
Belgian Grand Prix newcomer Andre 
Vromans - a DeCoster protege racing a 
Suzuki - took up station behind Van 
Velthoven, leaving Lackey and Noyce 
still fighting it out behind him. Noyce 
held off his teammate for several laps 
but at the flag Lackey had the advan- 
tage and Noyce came home sixth. 


This time out Wolsink was deter- 
mined to do better and displaced 
Lackey for runner-up spot while still 
on the first lap. As the leading trio 
drew away West German Herbert 
Schmitz took up fourth place looking 
for points after dropping out in the fir- 
st moto when his seat came adrift. 

The German piled on the pressure 
and second, third and fourth men 
bunched up looking for a chance to 
pass. The group split up when unlucky 
Schmitz dropped out with another 
carb fault and DeCoster followed by 
fellow countryman Andre Malherbe 
on the new works KTM moved up. 

DeCoster challenged Lackey hard,

Hannon 
had earned the top score on Saturday 
aboard his CR250R despite two flat 
rear tires. A hole in the base gasket 
Sunday — though repaired with 
silicone seal — cost Hannon power, 
but he did win the 250cc class. 

Yamaha-mounted Kevin Ingalls 
won the 175cc class, coming from 49 
seconds. down after Saturday. 
Saturday's leader, Yamaha rider Mike 
Haney broke away part of his rear hub 
and had to ride with a bunch of spokes 
missing. Motorcyclist magazine's Brad 
Zimmerman, riding a new PEl75 
Suzuki, was 4.60 seconds down after 


losing third gear on Sunday and 
having to scream the last special test in 
second. 

Nevada's Phill Smith, riding 
Husqvarna, won the 125cc class quite 
easily, while KTM-mounted Russ 
Powell had things his own way in the 
350cc class.

~ Carl Cranke, riding his first 
qualifier on the YZ Yamaha, fell off 
his Gold on Sunday when he incurred 
a—300-point penalty.

Formula 750 World Championship Road Race Series — Round two 
Cecotto scores again; Roberts, Baker 2-3 
at Paul Ricard

LE CASTELET, FRANCE, APR. 9 


Johnny Cecotto, beaten by Kenny Roberts at 
Daytona in March, has more than made up 
for that disappointment since. At Imola he 
won the opening round of the Formula 750 


World Championship, and he 
thrashed the opposition to win 
the second round at Paul Ricard 
on Sunday. 

Cecotto's win earns the young 
Venezuelan victory in the AGV World 
Cup Series, too, and so far this year his 
race earnings have topped the $45,000 
mark. 

Behind Cecotto in this French classic 
came American aces Kenny Roberts 
and Steve Baker. Roberts, on the other 
factory-backed Yamaha, ‘made the 
wrong choice of tire and he just could 
not stay with Cecotto. Baker, on a 
privateer Yamaha, had tire troubles 
too, but it was a terrible second gas 
stop that really put paid to his efforts. 

Fourth at the end of 200 tough miles 
was Japanese ace Ikujui Takai. The 
50,000 strong crowd, mainly French, 


had something to shout about as their 
hero Patrick Pons was fifth home with 
fellow countryman Christian Estrosi 
sixth. 

But Estrosi, a motorcycle dealer in 
nearby Nice, had the embarrassment 
of being lapped by the all conquering 
Cecotto on the final lap. 

Inevitably there was drama. First 
Christian Sarron, third at Imola and 
Pons’ teammate in the Gauloise 
Sonauto squad, crashed while battling 
with Takai. He remounted, only to fall 
again without injury. 

Then Australian Gregg Hansford on 
the Kawasaki, an early pacemaker, 
took a tumble when his rear tire began 
to wear, robbing him of seventh place. 

Finally American newcomer Dale 
Singleton lost what looked to be a cer- 
tain fifth place when his engine failed 
just nine laps from the flag. 


But that excitement was not enough 
to save what was, sad to say, not the 
most thrilling of spectacles. It started 
well, but fizzled out in the closing 
stages. 

Gregg Hansford, on the Kawasaki 
shocked everyone, including his rivals, 
by rocketing into the lead, chased by 
Cecotto, Roberts and Baker. 

The Australian stayed ahead for 
three laps, but the pack was now 
snapping at his heels and it was Rob- 
erts who was the first to pass him. A 
lap later Cecotto had pushed Hansford 
down to third, and next time round 
both Christian Sarron and Baker had 
overtaken him, too. 

Other Australians were having 
problems with both Jeff Ayle and 
Warren Willing making unscheduled 
stops at the same bend on the first lap 
with engine seizures. 

Cecotto took command of the race 
starting the seventh lap. His factory 
Yamaha was quicker than Roberts’, 
and he nipped through to set the pace, 
followed in hot pursuit by Baker. 

Steve made him work, though, and 
Cecotto had to beat the lap record on 
the 11th lap to stay ahead, clocking 
2m 06.33 seconds. Even so he couldn't 
shake off his American shadow who 


watched with alarm as Cecotto had 
the bike sideways at the fast left 
and right bends along the starting 
straight. 

After 18 laps Cecotto stopped for 
the first of two stops for fuel, but the 
field, even now, was beginning to thin 
out. 

American Skip Aksland lost sixth 
spot when the ignition failed to main- 
tain his run of bad luck, and Italian 
Virginio Ferrari, Baker's teammate in 
the Nava Olio Fiat squad, had to make 
an early pit stop to adjust the brakes, 
and he lost too much ground to stay in 
contention. 

Baker went ahead for a while, till he 
stopped for fuel but he pulled back 
some time on Cecotto thanks to good 
work by his pit crew. With the pit stops 
completed the order was still Cecotto, 
Baker, Roberts, Sarron, Takai, Pons 
and Hansford. 


Sarron couldn't cope with the 
pressure from Takai and stepped off. 
He was back in the saddle after losing 
five places, but soon after the second 
fuel stop the young Frenchman went 
down again, and this time he was not 
able to restart. 

Cecotto was more than 12 seconds 
up after the halt. Baker and his 





machine had been given a “gasoline 
bath,” to coin his phrase, and that, 
plus an engine that was reluctant to 
chime on full song swiftly, and ex- 
cessive rear tire wear, added to Steve's 
problems. 

Hansford was having tire trouble 
too, and the rear cover lost grip on the 
41st lap, his departure left just eight 
men not lapped by the unbeatable 
Cecotto, Roberts, Baker, Takai, 
Singleton, Pons, Estrosi and Rougerie. 

Singleton limped into the pits five 
laps later, bitterly disappointed, and 
out of the race, while Cecotto passed 
Rougerie and Estrosi before the flag to 
rub in his superiority. 

Japanese privateer Sadao Asami 
made a late burst to move up into sixth 
place behind Estrosi, with Dutchman 
Boet Van Dulmen seventh. Further 
down field Hubert Rigal from Monaco 
raised enough energy to beat Barry 
Ditchburn for 11th spot, and as for 
the other Britons in the race, it is all 
better left unsaid. 

Cecotto's win was impressive, and 
his rivals will be unhappy to hear that 
the Venezuelan was in fine form after 
the race. 

“The bike is so good, and I feel so 
fresh, we could do another two hun- 
dred miles now,” he said. 


250cc 

Gregg Hansford served warning that 
his 250cc World Championship bid is 
in earnest with a superb victory in 
Saturday evening's 54-mile lightweight 
event. 

Riding last year's works Kawasaki, 
Gregg coasted to an easy win after 
both Kenny Roberts on the Kel 
Carruthers’ tuned Yamaha, and 
Takazumi Katayama's experimental 
works model had been forced to stop. 

Roberts had shadowed, and at times 
been ahead of Hansford's Kawasaki 
but though the two machines seemed 
equal on top speed, Gregg's bike was 
better on acceleration, and Kenny had 
jokingly put a hand on Gregg's arm at 
times as a request for him not to leave. 

But the pace was too much for the 
Californian's Yamaha. The crankshaft 
failed and he stopped, letting the 
slower starting Kayayama into second 
spot. Takazumi had been closing on 
the leading pair and he quickened his 
pace in the final stages. 

Pulling back the difference by as 
much as a second a lap it looked as 
though the last lap would provide a 
grandstand finish, but then, as he 
passed the crowded pits, Katayama's 
bike slowed and he too stopped with 
suspected crankshaft problems. 

South African Jon Ekerold, riding a 
very hard, determined race moved up 
to second spot, and Frenchman 
Patrick Fernandex, having shaken off 
the early challenge from American 
teenager Randy Mamola was a good 
third. 

The other Kawasakis were disap- 
pointing. Both Kork Ballington and 
Mick Grant rode the new bikes and 
though Mick said he was pleased to 
have had a trouble-free ride after his 
high-speed crash in practice he could 
only manage ninth place and 
Ballington was caught napping on the 
last lap to lose fifth place to Finn Pen- 
tti Korhonen.

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Noise standard overkill 
and untaxed whiskey

s the government trying 
to do away with loud 
motorcycles, or is there 
something more sinister 
on its collective mind? You should 
know where the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency is coming from, 
now that the proposed EPA noise regs 
for motorcycles are out in the open. 
(Table I shows the numbers and the 


time schedule.)

By its own admission, the 
government expects the following 
things to happen in response to these 
regs: 

—a 10% reduction in projected demand 
for new motorcycles by the mid-198os. 
a loss of 3,000 to 5,000 motorcycle 
related jobs in the U.S. 

—the end of the distinctive Harley- 
Davidson V-twin as Harley enthusiasts 
have come to know and appreciate it. 

—as many as four out of five exhaust 
manufacturers driven out of business, 
leaving only the biggest corporations 
to take up the slack. 

Projecting on what the government 
implies without saying: 

— by 1985, all large street bikes might 
have to be watercooled, multi-cylinder 
shaft drive. 

—by 1982, all off-road motorcycles 
except closed-circuit MXers, road 
racers and -TT/dirt trackers would 
have to be four strokes, and would 
have to possess bulky, heavy exhaust 
systems. 

—all the Italian manufacturers, and 
possibly H-D, might be forsce to con- 
sider withdrawing from the U.S. mar- 
ket by 1980 if the proposed standards 
go into effect as planned. 

—all the European dirt bike builders 
could be forced to build motocross 
machinery only, or else drop out of the 
U.S. market altogether. 

What caused all the upheaval? It all 
begins with the federal Noise Control 
Act which (theoretically) gives the 
EPA power to regulate any product 
which the agency has identified as a 
“major noise source.” They did that in 
1975, meaning we were already being 
set up. 

Next, they've got to prove that what 
they're doing is in the interest of public 
health and safety. In 1974, they 
developed the number they call Ldn 
55 — an “average noise exposure” 
number that's equivalent to a steady 
day-night “hum” of 55 dbA. Realize 
that the noise level of indoor 
conversation is 60-65 dbA; so if the 
subject were exposed to people talking 


more than half the day, he might just 
be over the “Ldn55” limit. 

Be that as it may, the EPA opens up 
with the statement ‘90 million 
Americans are currently exposed to 
levels of traffic noise in excess of Ldn 
55,” as if it were some great calamity. 
But is it? Or is it more like saying, “90 
million Americans catch cold each 
year.” How about the statement “(X) 
million Americans contract lung 
cancer from cigarettes.” How come 
cigarette makers get off with only a 
warning on the package, and 
motorcycles get stringent noise 
standards? Someone should ask EPA 
that, come the day of the hearing. 

For now, the EPA says it's going to 
save at least some of those 90 million 
poor souls by stifling motorcycles. How 
great a noise reduction are they 
promising us? Well, they say that in 
terms of overall traffic noise (all 
vehicles) it could be as little as 2%. 
Got that? 3 

Then they say, “But wait! If we 
regulate big trucks to 75dbA, and all 
noisy old vehicles are replaced with 
new quiet ones, why gee, we might see 
18 percent, or even 44 percent...” 


Fat chance. Considering how people 
are already preserving old cars rather 
than buy emission controlled ones, 
and considering what the truckers 
have already said to the 55 mph speed 
limit, they're talking some pretty big 
“ifs.” Someone ought to ask the EPA 
to comment on that, come the day of 
the hearing. 

The feds aren't too careful with 
their use of language either. Some of it 
may be careless mistakes. Either that, 
or it's enemy action. 

For instance, they say (with respect 
to regulating off-road bikes) that 
motorcycle use in wilderness areas is a 
problem (as if to imply that noise regs 
will “solve” it). Hold on there, EPA! 
“Wilderness' has a specific definition 
in land-use lexicon, and motor vehicle 
use is forbidden in wilderness no 
matter how quiet the vehicle. Are you 
sure you meant to say “wilderness?” 
Someone ought to ask them that. 

In another section, they discuss 
“modified motorcycles,” as if to single 
out the real culprit in the motorcycle 
noise fiasco. OK, we'll all agree there's 
a problem here — a problem we've all 
failed to solve. 

We all know at least one dude on an 
old gnarly Triumph with a pair of 
Chatanooga rattlers who insists on 
getting whooping drunk and riding it 
full chat at 2 a.m. We all know several 
pit-racer types who still insist on 
blatting about the neighborhoods with 
a home-made expansion chamber. Or 
the kid with the DT-series Yamaha 
who cut off the whole back half of the 
chamber with a hacksaw, figuring 
that'd open ‘er up a bit. Hopefully 
he'll seize the thing. 

OK, we all know who the problem 
children are, and maybe we should 
have kicked their tails long ago. What 
is the government going to do? Well, 
first the EPA says that nationwide, 
15% of all street bikes are modified, 
and in California that figure might be 
as high as 40%. Then they say that 
they want to cut the nationwide figure 
to about 3% (a quarter of its present 
level), even if it means driving four out 


of every five exhaust makers up against 
the wall. 

Now hold on there, EPA! In 
California, we've had laws on the 
books since 1975 regulating both new 
and aftermarket exhausts. Although 
it's easy enough for the individual 
rider to cheat the law, any legitimate 
business firm selling pipes in this state 
has to make quiet systems. And they 
do, as EPA's own figures show. The 
aftermarket can build pipes as much 
as 2 db quieter than a stock Honda for 
$85 less than a stock replacement 
system. (See table 2.) 

In other words, the builders of 
“modified” exhausts have made 
oustanding efforts — and succeeded 
— in complying with existing law. As 
their reward, they get to face an 80% 
chance of being put out of business. 
Somebody should rattle the EPA's 
cage about that, come the day of the 
hearing. 

Then there's that old bromide “best 
available technology.” It's a phrase 
that appears in most all federal 
emission control and noise control 
laws. Congress really fell in love with 
that phrase. It got coined through 
many a political campaign, in which 
the office-seeker piously invokes the 
Gods of Technology by saying, “If we 
could send a man to the moon, why 
can’t we... (insert favorite pie-in-the- 
sky proposal).” 

The catch is, when we sent a man to 
the moon, all the hardware, all the 
research, all the mistakes and false 
starts were bought and paid for up 


front. In the fields of emission and 
noise control, however, the 
government wants to push technology 
without paying for it. They expect the 
industry to eat the cost now and pass it 
on to the consumer later. And if the 
consumer refuses to buy the 
adulterated product, the government 
could care less if the industry lives or 
dies. 


So what technology are they pushing 
this week? There are three 
acknowledged sources of motorcycle 
noise: the exhaust itself, the air intake, 
and all the mechanical bits & pieces. 

The feds expect that to get down to 
the 78 dbA level, medium and large 
street bikes may require water cooling, 
shaft drive, multi-cylinder design, and 
possibly hydraulic lifters. Hey, wait.a 
minute! What if I wanted a Yama- 
thumper? What if I wanted a plain ol’ 
traditional Hawg? What if I want a 
CBX, or a Laverda Jota? Instead, I get 
to choose between four kinds of two- 
wheeled car, come 1984? Where does 
the government get off, dictating 
motorcycle design anyway? 


In the dirt, the feds figure that the 
80dbA level would require wholesale ” 
conversion to 4-strokes (assuming' 
emission controls haven't already done” 
it). So they hedge: 78dbA for little” 
bikes and 82 dbA for big ‘uns. i 

Realize when the EPA says “pff 
road,” they've got their own idea of 
what that means. They're saying that 
noise regs apply to any dirt bike not 
used in organized, closed-circuit

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competition. When they say “closed 
circuit” they mean spectator 
controlled race tracks. That means 
enduro bikes, ISDT bikes, desert 
racers, hare scramblers and all other 
cross-country type racers have to meet 
the noise limits. And if that means 
they all have to race four-strokes by 
1982 or 1983, the government could 
care less. 

Now, how about money? The EPA 
has figured that, too. At the 78dbA 
level (come 1985) the “best available 
technology” could tack as much as 
$215, to the price of a 750cc street bike. 
Even.a street-legal tiddler (100-169cc) 
could cost an extra $124, just to be 
quiet. Among off-roaders, the big- 
bore:folks (over 350cc) could pay $125 
or more for the cost of sound 
suppression. 

That's in 1975 dollars, of course, 
and,this is 1978. Which brings up 
another point. All through the EPA's 
supporting documentation, you find 
their source material dated 1975 or 
earlier. That's not too swift. 

You see, in 1975, the world 
| changed. Beginning with motorcycles 
manufactured that year (or even 
earlier) the states of California, 
Connecticut, Colorado, Florida, 
Maryland, Montana, and Nevada all 
passed noise limits identical, or very 
similar, to the federal first-step limit 
for street bikes. Oregon and 
"Washington followed suit. 

In other words, here you've got 
several important states already doing 
exactly what the feds propose to do as 
a first step. Yet the EPA, in justifying 
its proposal, quotes data generated 
before those state programs could take 
hold, Why? Would the facts show that 
the federal regulation is no longer 
necessary? In any case, the EPA has 
jacked around long enough that much 





ot its documentation is obsolete. 
Somebody should point that out, come 
the day of the hearing. 

You might wonder, if we seem to be 
able to live and let live at a reggulatory 
level of 83db on-road/86 off-road; and 
if the MIC can demonstrate to 
legislators (as they have done) that 
these levels are not really 
objectionable, how come both state 
and federal governments keep pushing 
for lower limits? 


Call the answer “attitude,” and 
begin digging into the federal 
paperwork again. You'll find, buried 
in their background document (and 
summarized in their proposal) the real 
engine that’s driving this thing. It’s 
called prejudice — and very old 
prejudice at that. 


First the EPA parades a chart that 
says “subjective noise rating of 
motorcycle sound levels” that appears 
to show that most people think 78 to 
86 dbA is “acceptable,” 70 dbA is nice 
and quiet, and 90 or above is too 
noisy. The source is a British study, 
presented at the command ot the 
Queen, in 1963! (Chart 1.) 


They take another tack, too, in 
justifying their proposal; saying that 
although motorcycles only make up 
2% of the traffic stream, the majority 
of people rate them a nuisance, so they 
must really be bad. One study they've 
cited seems to show that only two- 
thirds as many people rate trucks å 
noise problem compared to 
motorcycles. And another study seems 
to show that except for buses, 
motorcycles are the most annoying 
vehicles around. This in spite of the 
fact that trash trucks have been proven 
noisier than both. The dates of these 
“authoritative” studies? 1971 and 
1973!

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Hey, EPA, let's see some attitude 
surveys based on the real world, 1978! 
As it looks now, we are being asked to 
swallow this proposal because the feds 
conducted a rigged unpopularity poll, 
and we “won!” 

So how about it, folks, are you going 
to let them get away with it? Are you 
willing to stand idle while the 
government drives the new bike 
business into the arms of a few large 
Japanese corporations, drives the 
aftermarket business into the hands of 
a few large American corporations 
and sends the small operator to the 
cleaners because he can't afford the 
cost of the certification red tape? (It 
costs over $16,000 for noise 
certification, $60,000 for emissions — 
per engine family.) 

Come the day of the hearing, you 





ought to at least show up. In Southern 
California, the EPA will hold court on 
Apr. 28, Apr. 29, and May 1 at the 
Anaheim Convention Center. They'll 
go all day Friday, Friday evening, all 
day Saturday and all day Monday. 
They say they'll take the prepared 
statements from the industry bigs first, 
then the folks who reserved space 
ahead of time, then the rest of us. I'd 
like to see enough motorcycle people 
there all three days to keep ‘em reeling 
‘round the clock. 

While you're at it, write Mr. Charles 
Mooney, EPA Public Information 
Center (PM-215), U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, Washington, DC 
20460, and ask for the proposal, the 
background documents, and the 
impact statements. That ought to keep 
the Epies busy, running off copies. 

Then, after scanning all this 
bureaucrap, write "em a letter, 
addressed to Motorcycle Noise, AW- 
490, U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, Wahington, DC 20460. 

One other thing. While I've been 
telling you where the EPA's coming 
from, you may be asking where Pm 
coming from. Well, I've ridden 
and/or fooled around with 
motorcycles for almost 20 years, and I 
love it. I’ve sat and watched my world 
grow more grim year after year, 
because of the federal government and 
the hangers-on who slop at its public 
trough. 

People have been brewing untaxed 
whiskey for their won consumption for 
a couple hundred years. If push comes 
to shove, I suppose I'll spend my 
declining years brewing motorcycles 
for my personal consumption. But 
before that happens, some 
bureaucrats are going to know they've 
been in a fight.

Riding World Champion Heikki 
Mikkola’s works Yamaha OW38

Yamaha’s works 500cc class motocrosser ex- 
ploded onto the World Championship scene 


last 


year. In the hands of former World 


Champion Finn Heikki Mikkola the OW38 


was a potent weapon. Together 
they blew all the opposition into 
the weeds and with two Grand 
Prix in hand it was all over - 


Heikki Mikkola and Yamaha were 
World Champions. 


The record books show a final tally 
of 11 outright wins with not one 
mechanical breakdown to mar the 


clean sweep. 

Clearly the partnership was a win- 
ning one. With two world titles under 
his belt everyone knew and respected 
Mikkola’s abilities. But the Yamaha 
was totally and completely new at the 
beginning of the season - just how 
good was it? 


To find out we decided to try and 
set-up an unbiased test of the new 








bike. At first it appeared impossible - 
no factory is keen for outsiders to ride 
their works machines and this bike 
really was something special. 

Mikkola rides for Yamaha Motor 
NV - the Japanese factory's European 
headquarters in Amsterdam, Holland, 
so the first stage was to contact 
European P.R. Manager Rodney 
Gould. We needn't have worried 
about being turned down flat - Gould 
was very receptive and within a couple 
of weeks gave the go-ahead. 

Next step was to find someone to 
ride the bike for us. Gould had only 
one stipulation - our test rider mustn't 
already be contracted to a big factory. 

Veteran Vic Eastwood fitted the bill 
- he's ridden much of the top works 
machinery during his 22 years career 








and has held works contracts with the 
BSA and Matchless factories, to name 
just two. And his current mount:is a 
Yamaha - four stroke naturally + in a 
unique monocoque Hagon frame. 

Vic was keen to ride the bike so after 
we'd fixed up a time and a place we 
drove out to keep a date with Heikki 
Mikkola and his world champions 
winning machine in Belgium. 

Gould met us at our hotel near 
Zolder and took us over to Borgloon- 
where they held the 250cc GP. Jast 
year. Mikkola was there with his Fin- 
nish mechanic, Heikki Penttila, 
testing the latest works bike, but the 
machine we were interested in was the 
Yamaha that won last year's world 
championship - it was in the back:of 
Mikkola's Mercedes van and hadn't 





been touched since the Swiss GP six 
months ago. 

“So smooth - the power, the ride the 
controls...everything is so smooth!” 
That was Vic Eastwood's snap verdict 
after an afternoon's ride on last year's 
500cc World Championship winning 
Yamaha. 


The big Yam had started up 
willingly...after a few drops of water 
had been cleared from the carb. Vic 
had a chat with Mikkola to check out 
the bike and then gingerly set off 
around the twisty, hilly course set in 
the middle of an apple orchard. Thé 
going was muddy and very slippery but 
Vic soon gained confidence and speed 
- he was obviously enjoying himself. 
Mikkola went out on his new bike a 
few minutes later and for a while the 
two circulated together, play racing. 

The light was beginning to fail when 
the finally pried Vic off the bike. 

Even before getting on the bike Vic 
had commented how light it was: “I 
lifted the back wheel up off the ground 
- no trouble,” he said. “And riding the 
bike I was just not conscious of the 
_ weight at all - I would guess that it 
must be right on the FIM weight 
limit. 

“But what really struck me was just 
how easy it was to ride,” he went on. 
“She was so smooth, no vices at all. 

“The smoothness applies to the 
whole bike, everything, even the seat is 
goodness knows how thick - it's so com- 
fortable. The superb suspension makes 
ita tireless bike to ride, too; there's 11- 
inches available at the front and the 
rear. But 1 did find the seat height a 
little higher than I'd like ideally. I 
suppose that it’s about the same as my 
old CCM, but if I was racing this I'd 
have a bit lopped off the thickness. 

“The rear suspension was so good I 
hardly noticed the bumps and the 
front was efficient too. But I did find 
the front springing a bit hard, though 
Mikkola’s mechanic did say that they'd 
just put a hard set of springs in at the 
end of last season. 

“With adjustable damping in both 
directions and variable pre-load on the 
monoshock unit the bike can be tuned 
to suit almost anyone and any circuit. 
The Yamaha works men have ob- 
viously found the right set-up for 
Mikkola and it suited me too, but | 
stand by what I said when I rode the 
production bike - I think it’s far safer 
for the average bloke to leave the set- 
tings alone. 

“I found the rear suspension better 
than the production bike I rode last 
year,” commented Vic. “The works 
bike has more movement at the rear 
and it works very very well. I can’t say 
that the massive alloy box section 
monoshock rear unit was any stiffer 
than the production tubular design, 
but this is clearly lighter. Front 
suspension I found about the same, 
though again I think the works version 
has»more movement available.” Like 
the production forks -the works forks 
can be pumped up with air to give a 
variable pre-load. 

“Steering is very precise. Once I'd 
got used to the bike and learned to 
ride it, she'd go wherever I wan- 
ted,..no problems. I found that if 1 
was going a little too fast in a bumpy 
rutitd just bounce out. I could just 
drift along feet up a lot of the time and 
pick. my way over the holes - the 
smooth engine power helped here. 
Engine power delivery is so different 
to the 1977 production bike. This is so 
much smoother. The power comes in 
smooth right through the rev range. 
you just cog itup and away you go. On 
the other hand the production version 
is fiercer - it comes on song and takes 
off. 

“It's this smooth power that makes 
the works bike so easy to ride. It 
doesn’t do anything funny; coming out 
of a’corner in the right gear you just

smooth - the power, the ride, everything.” 


open it up and blast away. The ac- 
celeration is great - Mikkola always got 
great starts last year. 

“The gearbox is smooth and precise, 
once I got used to the bike I found I 
could go around the whole course, 
hills and all in third. 

“The rear brake was superb, but the 
front was not as powerful and 
progressive as I would have liked. 

“Starting was easy. I stalled the 
motor a couple of times when I locked 
up the rear wheel, but all I had to do 
was take off the brake and it'd pick up 
no trouble at all. I'd say the com- 
pression ratio must be very low. 

“Clutch was super smooth too, very 
light and tireless to use, it suited the 
motor perfectly.” 

“All the controls came to hand 
easily, Mikkola and 1 are similar in 
build - I guess that he’s a bit heavier - 
and nothing had to be altered to suit 
me. I just got on and away I went. 

“Everything about this bike was just 
right. One little detail 1 particularly 
liked was the integral cover over the 
edge of the twist grip to keep out the 
mud and dirt - only a small thing I 
know, but it shows just how much 
thought has gone into the preparation 
of the bike. 

As a former development engineer 
and works rider Eastwood was very 
impressed with Yamaha's super 
smoothie: “There's a lot to be said for 
a bike you can ride flat-out and under 
control,” he commented. Unfor- 
tunately you just can’t do that with a 
lot of motocrossers because they're just 
too fast! 

“Yamaha have got it absolutely 
right,” he concluded. “That's obvious. 
It's a bloody good bike and it’s piloted 
by a fantastic rider, put the two 
together and you've got the World 
Championship - right?” e

Balentine blitzes 
another CRC HS

LUCERNE, CA, APR. 23 
Aboard his Rod Coski-tuned 
KTM, Bob Balentine jumped 
into an early lead and was un- 
contested from banner to check- 
ered at CRC’s hare scrambles 

As the smoke bomb smoldered and 
burned, so did Balentine on his way to 
it. Shortly after the bomb was a 
dropoff into a sandwash, and when 
Balentine rode by he had 150 yards 
over an unknown Yamaha, Chuck 
Pettigrew (250 Mai), Heath Hibbard 
(400 Yam) and “Bad” Brad Henson 
(250 Yam). Overshooting a turn and 
getting into some rocks was Amateur 
Eric MacCrackins (390 V.V.).

After the course ran up the tight 
sandwash and headed across Bessemer 
Mine Road, Pettigrew took second and 
could see Balentine’s dust. Henson 
passed Hibbard and moved up close to 
, Pettigrew. |... à 
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The course rounded into check one, 
then past the small range of hills and 
down to a fast fireroad. By the time 
the first overall Novice had gotten 
here, you would have thought he 
started with the Experts. Sodbuster 
Jerry Lowell (400 Yam) pulled the 
holeshot in the Novice start and was 
running mid-pack with Amateurs and 
Experts. 

Running first Smallbore at this 
point was Jeff Blix (125 Suz) with 
Kenny Upp (175 Yam) close behind. 
Al Wurtzel (250 KTM) was running 
second to Monte Lee and found the 
fast fireroad just the thing to help 
make time on the leaders. 

Recrossing Bessemer Road and 
heading towards Soggy Dry Lake is 
where Henson moved within sight of 
Pettigrew, but when they got down 
near the lake, Pettigrew just opened 
his 450 up and motored away from 
Henson.

Coming through the launching 
rollers and into the home check was 
Balentine, with plenty of time on his 
hands. Pettigrew and Henson were 
running close, about two minutes 
later. MacCrackin was all by himself 
at fourth, as was Lee, John Foster (250 
Yam), Hibbard and Doug Beinser 
(250 Suz). Pat Jones (250 Yam) was 
running a well-earned ninth; this 
being his first race in four months. 
Tony Greaves (250 Yam) and Bart 
Mitchell (250 Yam) were next to come 
through and head out on the second of 
two 33-mile loops. 

Running well up in the top 40 was 
Novice Jerry Lowell. Jerry Utterback 
(400 KTM) was a ways back at second. 
Lori Farmer (250 Bul) was the first 
lady to complete loop one as she led 
Jolene Payne (175 KTM) from the 
bomb until now and was planning on 
doing the same on lap two. 

With the front runners out on their 
last loop and spread out as far as they 
were, there seemed to be little change 
possible. Henson smacked a rock on

tire. MacCrackin was comfortable by 
himself. Lee had his hands full 
keeping Foster, Beisner and Jones 
behind him. 

After a rather uneventful second 
loop, Balentine pulled in with another 
notch on his tank, taking yet another 
overall win. A short time later it was 
Pettigrew and Henson. MacCrackin 
led the Amateurs around with a fourth 
place finish and Lee led the Junior 
class from start to. finish, -Foster 
enjoyed the performance of his 250 
Yamaha, right into sixth overall with 
Beisner and Jones eating some of his 
dust.

Balentine/KTM

Bob Balentine mounted his trusty 
KTM, took the lead just after the 
start and never relinquished it to 
take the overall victory at»the | 


Prospectors Hare Scrambles at Camp 
Rock. 

With the Prospectors prompt 10:00 
dropping of the banner, the large field 
of Experts and Amateurs were off, 
with Amateur Chuck Miller (250 Yam) 
leading the charge. In close pursuit 
was Balentine, Veteran Ron Bebo (400 
Yam), Ed Zarp (400 Yam) and “Bad” 
Brad Henson (250 Yam). 

As soon as the bomb run reached 
the ribbon, the course swung a near 90 
degree right turn and headed across a 
patch of flowers and a small dry lake 
towards a short incline. At the top of 
the incline, Balentine could be seen 
making the turn faster than Miller and 
pulling away with the lead. When 
Balentine cleared the small hill, there 
was already a 100-yard gap over Miller 
and Bebo, with Zarp and Henson 
checking the decal formations on their 
rear fenders. 

Bill Saltzman and his 390 Husky was 
running a firm fifth. Saltzman noticed 
his bike had a flat front tire just before 
the start and was frantically mending it 
moments before the race. 

Max Eddy (400 Yam), Chuck 
Pelligrew (400 Mai) and Mark Zoller 
(400 Yam) were all being chased by 
Cordis Brooks, who was riding a new 
250 Wheelsmith Maico after a one 
year layoff. 

As Balentine proceeded to motor 
away from the field, the battle for 
second began. Bebo had settled in at a 
fast pace but did not stay up with Zarp 
and Henson. Miller was riding 
feverishly to maintain second but the 
pressure from the two Experts proved 
to be too much as Henson and Zarp 
eased by. Pettigrew was working his 
way through the familiar terrain past 
Bebo and Saltzman. 

Eddy was really going for it until his 
bike threw him down hard. Eddy 
removed his dust-covered goggles and 
tried to ride without them but 
couldn't. Stopping to clean them cost 
Eddy several positions and valuable 
time. 








When Balentine completed his first 
of two 42-mile loops, he had compiled 
a huge lead. A full four minutes later, 
Henson and Zarp were in to pit with 
Miller still on their tails. Pettigrew was 
in a while later and it appeared he was 
too far back to be in striking distance 
of the leaders. 

After coming into the pits for 
petrol, Brooks and Saltzman had 
about a millisecond separating them 
as they headed out for open desert. 
Zoller was through next with Amateur 
Lee Scheffers (400 Yam) topped out 
in high gear as he came through the 
whoops of pit row. 

Running first C bike was Gary 
Charters (125 Suz) with a rather 
substantial lead over James Vincent 
(125 Hus) and Jeff Blix (125 Suz). Blix 
ran out of gas at checkpoint six, and 
without the extra quart he carried on 
his belt, the race would have been over 
for the day. Joe Lockhart (100 Yam) 
was leading Kenny Dodd (100 Yam) 
for first Trailbike, but not for long due 
to Lockhart's flat tire problems. First 
Powder Puffer to complete lap one was 
Nona Richardson (250 KTM). 

While Balentine was enjoying his 
big lead, he was unaware of the 
movements going on behind him. 
Pettigrew was doing what seemed 
unconceivable; he caught up with 
Miller and aimed for Zarp and 
Henson. Zarp caught Henson on the 
way out and tried to open up a lead 
but got off and did not realize that he 
was shook up until he rode on and fell 
off’ again. Not wishing to injure 
himself, he just kept everything under 
control until he was able to ride at 
speed again. This allowed Pettigrew 
and Miller to pass with no problems. 
Back aways, Saltzman was having 
front end problems and just hanging 
on, was the name of his game. Eddy 
had moved up on Scheffers and the 
dirt was flying.

Staten, Shultz, Denton take 
Trans-AME third round

FRESNO, CA, APR. 23 


Three thousand spectators and participants 
with 450 riders broke all track records at 
Mountain High for the American Motocross 
Enterprises Coors Trans-AME. Track records 


last week at Bakersfield were 
also broken, setting a trend ex- 
pected to continue throughout 
the series. Mountain High pulled 
in some of the nation’s most exciting 
Pros; such riders as Rex Staten, 
Darrell Shultz and Team Yamaha's 
Mike Bell to name just a few, found 
Mountain High provided high 
challenge and came as close to 
European style MX as can be found in 
the western United States. 


For residents of Fresno, the three 
major networks, CBS, NBC and ABC, 
will be providing segments of the race 
at a later date on Fresno affiliate 
stations. With Coors’ representatives 


out in full force and Bosch plugs 
providing prizes, riders were given a 
chance at drawings, contingency 
prizes and monies; together with 
special contingencies from Electro 
Helmets. 

For the Open Pros, Rex Staten 
launched his Bassett Racing Products’ 
Yamaha into orbit and took home the 
lion’s share of a $1,000 class purse. 
Returning later in the day, Staten 
fired off another great ride in the 
250cc class, taking second overall. 

Leading in the first moto in the 
Open Pros, Staten had Maico- 
mounted Darrell Shultz in second with 
a strong lead over Can-Am rider Greg 
Robertson. Mike Bell, moving up fast, 
eased his way into third and the three 


forerunners held their positions 
throughout the moto with Robertson 
settling into fourth. Sherman 


Schneller was holding fifth with Mark 
White and Jim Turner running sixth 
and seventh respectively. 

The second time off the line Shultz 
took over with Bell in hot pursuit, 
followed by “Rocket Rex.” Charging 
through a mudhole, these three carved 
their own trench, which by the end of 
the day became the Waterloo of many 
a rider, sinking to their knees as they 
came through. Bell took over the lead 
with Shultz and Staten neck and neck 
over most of the two and one-half mile 
track. Bell maintained his lead down 
to the wire with Staten taking second 
and Shultz third. 

Staten took home the overall win 
with a 1-2 tally, second went to Bell 
and third to Shultz (2-3). Turner 
wound up fourth ahead of White and 
Bill Hagan (Yam). 

In the second 250cc Pro qualifier, 
Staten and Greg Robertson diced 
heavily for the lead. Staten took over 
with Mike Bell on his tail, and held 
him and Robertson off to the finish. 
But, exiting the track, Staten was 
enveloped in yards of banners and

went down, taking one of the officials 
with him. Both of them emerged 
intact and laughing. 

In the first moto of the 250cc Pro 
main, Shultz returned from winning 
his qualifier to take the win. Tim 
Worth, on a Honda, took over the lead 
off the start with Mitch Musgrove 
running second and Gary Denton in 
third. Worth was way out in front with 
a beautiful lead, while Mike Bell was 
now up and battling side-by-side with 
Musgrove for third. Both of them were 
fighting off Shultz in fourth. 

Shultz and Bell finally moved by 
Musgrove and continued to clear a 
path for themselves by overtaking 
Worth, with Staten hot on their heels 
in third. Working his way up through 
the pack, Bob Kline (Hon) was having 
a spectacular ride. Working his way 
up to 10th, Kline took on Kenny Zahrt 
(C-A) and passed him. Truckin’ on, he 
took on Greg Robertson and passed. 
By the end of the moto Bell was still in 
control with Shultz running second 
and Staten in third. 

The second time around, Shultz and 
Denton drag raced for the lead with 
Denton pulling him. Randy Losh was 
holding third and fighting a losing 
battle against Bell. Shultz took over 
the lead only to find Bell right on his 
tail. Bell passed Darrell but couldn't 
shake him. Staten was holding third 
with Denton now in fourth. On the 
white flag lap, just two turns away 
from taking the checkered flag, Bell's 
brake froze up on him, forcing him 
back to sixth but good for a third 
overall. Shultz claimed the lead and 
overall win. Staten took second overall 
and Denton was there for fourth 
overall. Fifth overall went to Worth. 

Gary Denton (Suz) grabbed. the 
holeshot in the first moto of the 125ce 
Pro main and propelled himself to a 
victory ride. Mark Lawrence (Yam) 
took over third behind Bobby Jones; 
who was busy breathing down 
Denton’s jersey. A heavy duel went 
down between Jones and Denton with 
Jones taking over, only to be set back 
in the pack with bike problems. 

Lawrence moved up to take over the 
chase as he and Denton passed the 
lead back and forth. With Mike 
Brown in third and Scott Karl in 
fourth, Jones was hauling his way back 
up and had worked his way into fifth; 
fighting off Ron Turner (Suz). Suzuki 
pilots Tim Locey and Chappy Blose 
had their own duel going for seventh 
with Blose holding on strong. 

When the moto churned to an end, 
Lawrence sailed across with the lead, 
Denton had second, Brown was firm in 
third, Scott Karl was holding fourth 
with Bobby Jones and Ron Turner 
battling for fifth. Jones held firm. 

The second moto was a Denton/ 
Lawrence battle to the end. Both of 
them went for the holeshot with 
Lawrence taking over. Heavy dicing 
continued between them with Denton 
grabbing back the lead every chance 
he had. Denton, finally in the lead to 
stay, was fighting off Lawrence and 
Jones. Coming off the downhill jump, 
these three were challenging each 
other in mid-air. Absolute madness! 

Locey and Blose were having 
another battle; this time for fifth, both 
of them pushing Brown in fourth, By 
the time the checkered flag waved 
them home, Denton was still in 
control, Lawrence was fighting. in 
second, Blose had moved way up to 
third, Jones was safe in fourth ‘and 
Locey had taken fifth. 

With the moto scores tallied, 
Denton had the overall win, with 
Lawrence in second and Jones third. 
Brown, Blose, Turner and Locey 
followed in the order. 

Next week the Coors Tans-AME 
Series moves to Spillway Park in Santa 
Maria, CA. o

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Rainey and Haney: 
eight in a row

Junior Wayne Rainey and Nov- 
ice Jeff Haney won their seventh 
and eighth consecutive races each 
on Friday night, as the AMA sent 


a stern telegram to Ascot stating they 
must use haybales on the turns (Ascot 
management now wonders what they 
have been using these years if it isn’t 
hay) and a new rule that some of the 
officials didn’t even know had been 
put through. 

This rule, which was put through by 
executive vote and is not in the current 
rule book, allows Novices who have 
been riding two years and who didn’t 
get their 40 points by the end of last 
season to transfer to Junior when they 
finally do get them, during the season. 
So’ if the Novice ranks start 
diminishing a bit and the Juniors are 
getting fatter, you'll know why. 

All vying for an invitation to the San 
Jose mile, there were hordes of Juniors 
on hand. Wayne Rainey and Rod 
Spencer shared the fastest time of 
23.01 while Alex Jorgensen was the 
quickest Expert at 22.54. 

First Junior heat went to Charlie 
Summers, who outrode Rod Spencer. 
Summers now has top equipment 
under him and he'll be worth watching; 
he's got real style. Rainey, followed in 
by Mike Kunsman, took direct transfer 
as did Rod Robinson and, Rick 
DeLacy. The last Junior heat went to 
Ray’ Dugan with Sal Hoffman in 
second, but right behind Brad Holt 
and Keith Day had the best action 
going for transfers to the semi. 

With only two spots left, the semi 
was wooly. John Wincewicz got out 
front and was so determined to stay 
there that on one lap he arrived at 
turn’ four way too fast and gave 
everyone, including himself, a thrill 
getting through it. Brad Holt 
managed to hold off Mike Inderbitzen 
for second. 

So anxious was everyone to get going 
for the main that several riders had 
troubles getting their bikes started. 
Rainey blasted them into turn one 
with Summers settled comfortably in 
second. Rainey was pulling away every 
lap. Rod Spencer got into third, 
getting by Wincewicz and Brad Holt. 
The full head of steam they all had 
came to an abrupt halt when Ray 
Dugan didn't make it through turn 
four. He clipped the wall while his bike 
lay on the track spinning in place like 
a top, and Dugan got a ride in the 
ambulance. 

The Experts didn’t get their heats 
off'in real sharp fashion. First heat the 
red flag came out promptly when two 
were left on the line. On the restart as 
the pack exited turn two it was Alex 
Jorgensen booming out first and 
proceeding to dust the field. 

‘Bob Saunders, famous for his starts, 
gave the fans a thrill when he came off 
tħe line only to have a false start 
situation happen right in front of him, 
requiring some really fancy stuff to 
avoid impact. The starter got them all 
settled down again and Sanders was 
off first, but coming down the back 
chute it was Scott Pearson, Marty 
Halkola and Sanders. Sanders took a 
high groove, and by going way up to 
the hay, John Gennai, riding the 
original of the Ron Woods Nortons, 
slipped through on the low groove. 


The Expert semi had some jazzy 
riding by rookie Rick Graham, who by 


being very brave took the win away 
from Gary Scott at the last moment. 
Eddie Lawson had led the race into 
the South turn but by the end of lap 
one Gary was leading, then Lawson 
and Graham. Rick got by Lawson and 
then went after Gary, who looked a bit 
off form, riding Harley lines through 
the turns on a Triumph that doesn't 
have Harley low torque. Graham 
decided he could get by Scott as the 
white flag showed; he tried the outside 
groove around turns one and two and 
when that didn’t work and he found 
himself out against the wall in a hurry, 
he dove down for the inside at four 
and zapped Gary for the win with 
riding that makes flat tracking the 
sport it is. 

In the main, Berry came off the line 
like he'd been shoved forward, 
perfectly in tune with the starter, but 
those Norton ponies were all firmly on 
the ground and Jorgy swept into the 
lead down the back chute and was 
never really threatened. 


Jim Mertens had second for a while 
then Tom Berry took it away, and Jim 
dropped back one more place as Eddie 
Lawson appeared. Lawson provided 
lots of action for the stands with his 
progress up through the pack. For a 
lap or so, he, Scott and Rick Graham 
had a thing going, but Eddie pulled 
away from both of them. 

John Gennai, who is still getting the 
Norton dialed in, pulled in as the 
handling wasn’t quite right yet, and 
then “bam.”. Up in the North turn 
where Halkola, Scott and Myers were 
coming around, the two Triumphs got 
into a shunt and both riders went 
down. They both got shook up but 
didn't require too much assistance and 
the race went on. 

Mention must be made of the new 
Ascot flag crew, they are truly 
superior, all seasoned racers and 
members of the Gripsters M.C. The 
racers now have many people on the 
turns who truly know what they are 
doing and enough of them to do things 
right when falls occur. 

So, Jorgensen took the win with Berry 
second while Lawson had barely held 
off a fast Jim Mertens on the last lap. 

The Novices had their program too. 
The heats went fairly uneventful. Rob 
Selvy won the first and fastest heat 
with Dylan Neihart second. Jeff Haney 
was way out front in the second heat 
which ended with no time when Bob 
Cunnington parted from his Hodaka, 
going down the track in a series of 
reverse twist somersaults with everyone 
managing to miss it, including Kim 
Jorgensen in the other transfer spot. 

Third heat action saw Chris Polson 
get out front of Joe Steffan after a 
good race which included Jay Lewis 
until it appeared Jay's Suzuki went 
through a partial seizure, then 
loosened up again after giving Jay a 
thrill he didn't need. 


The fourth heat bore a warning for 
all who think starters can be played 
with as one rider got himself 
disqualified for unacceptable behavior 
on the line. Rod Sullivan and Jeff 
Allison came in one-two almost side by 
side at the flag. Mike DeLacy and 
Steve Polson got their spots in the back 
row of the main from the semi, but 
right from the start it was top Novice 
Jeff Haney out front, then Rod 
Sullivan with Kim Jorgensen third. 
Dylan Neihart was moving up, passed 
Mike DeLacy down the front straight, 
then took Rob Selvy's third spot away. 
As the race ended Jorgensen was 
almost side by side with Selvy but had 
to settle for fifth instead of fourth.

Jorgy, Rainey, 
Haney smoke AMA 
Ascot half mile

The second Friday night of the 
five-race Bates Pro Series AMA 
half mile at Ascot again proved 
to be a soring out affair. 

Only three Novices and three 
Juniors who qualified for their 
respective finals on opening night 
again qualified for the second Friday's 
finals. 


The Expert class did produce a new 
main event winner, but the opening 
night winner, Steve Eklund, was not 
on hand to try for two. 


John “Pee Wee” Gleason, the much 
traveled young Expert from 
Louisiana, Georgia, North Carolina 
and Michigan, appears to finally have 
found a home in southern California, 
In both outings this season he looks 


like they said he would look when he 
was trying to obtain a professional 
license way back when he was only 13 
years old. 

Pee Wee knocked off the fast time in 
Expert time trials, but then slipped to 
second in the heat race behind Rob 
Morrison. Alex “Jorgy” Jorgensen, 
fourth fastest in time trials, out-raced 
rookie Eddie Lawson for the fastest 
heat win of the night — and set the 
stage for the 15-lap final. 

But before the main event time, 
where there are extra dollars from 
Bates this season, Lawson turned the 
tables and turned back Jorgy in the 
three-lap Trophy Dash. 

The Expert final looked like a 
Gleason (H-D) win in the early laps. 
Pee Wee had won the Dash on opening 
night and was out in front of Jorgy and 
Lawson for the first six laps. 

Then Jorgensen slipped by on lap 
seven and Lawson dropped the drag 
race champ to third on the next lap. 
Lawson pushed all the way to the 
finish but the win belonged to 
Jorgensen for the first time this.season. 

Rookie Ricky Graham and, veteran 
Tom Berry both got by Gleason in the

Rod Spencer gave Rainey a push in 
both the heat and final for a pair of 
seconds with Mike Kunsman taking 
third in the fimal for the second 


mostraight week. 


Showing a lot of improvement with 
each lap was little Mike Minnig. He 
was all over the track in the heat race, 
settled down greatly in the semi to 
come up the winner and then came 
from the second row in the final to 
finish fourth. 

Minnig and Rainey have been 
racing against each other for years in 
the Amateur ranks and Mike could be 
the one to challenge the nation’s 
number one Junior before the season is 
over. 

Charlie Roberts, the high point 
Novice in the midwest last year, made 
his Junior debut at Ascot with little 
success. Roberts could pull no better 
than fifth in the heat race and another 
fifth in the semi. He failed to qualify 
for the final but the Springfield, IL, 
rider proved that he was getting faster 
each lap in the two events and will be 
back for the rest of the series. 

Novice Jeff Haney kept pace with 
Rainey in the win column, scoring two 
more easy victories in the lightweight 
250cc class heat and final. 

It was no contest for the latest pupil 
of Kenny Roberts. Haney dresses like 
Kenny, sits on a racing bike like 
Kenny, and looks maybe even 
smoother than the departed King 
when it comes to going around corners 
at the same stage in his racing career. 
Haney also now has six wins in a row 
without a loss. 

Rod Sullivan ran third in his heat 
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race. Then he came back and won the 
semi. But Sullivan started back in the 
second row as the ninth rider in a 10- 
man field. But keep tabs on this new 
rider, He came all the way up and 
finished second in the Novice final 
behind Haney. Mike: DeLacy also 
started in the back row and pulled off 
a third-place finish. 

Yes, it is still a sorting out period. 
But now Gary Scott is on hand for the 
rest of the series and each Friday other 
riders in all three classes will be 
popping in at Ascot, getting the 
experience before the May 13 
Saturday night National half mile, the 
first National half mile of the '78 
season.

¿Desert alert 


In a move that was obviously designed to al- 
lay the fears of off-road vehicle enthusiasts, the 
California State Office of the Bureau of Land 
Management conducted a meeting to outline 


their plans for establishing “wil- 
derness areas” on public lands 
under their administrative juris- 
diction. 

While off-roaders have more or less 
learned to live with wilderness areas on 
public lands administered by the U.S. 
Forest Service, they are up in arms 
over the latest proposals to remove 
even more lands from their use by 
having the BLM declare such lands as 
wilderness areas, thereby totally 
eliminating any further use by off- 
road vehicles. 

The BLM estimates that only a 
relatively small portion of the 16.5 
million acres which they administer 
will be classified as wilderness areas, 
however, several organizations 
(including AMA District 37 and the 
California Association of Four-Wheel 
Drive Clubs) anticipate that 98% of 
the California Desert will be closed to 
off-road vehicle use. i 

It was learned today that the heart 
of the problem stems from a draft copy 
of the BLM Wilderness Review 
Procedures, being distributed nation- 
wide by the BLM. While this 
document clearly states that it is 
merely a proposal that will be 
amended in accordance with public 
input, it does contain several 
statements and definitions that cause 
sudden panic and alarm, especially 
when viewed by the off-roading 
fraternity which has come to view all 
such BLM programs with more than a 
little suspicion, and rightfully so! 

The items that raise these suspicions 
are the revised definition of what 
constitutes a road.. The document 
states; ‘Road — For the purpose of the 
wilderness inventory, a road is defined 
as and must meet all of the following: 

An access route which has been im- 
proved and maintained by using 
hand or power machinery or tools 
to insure relatively regular and con- 
tinuous use. A way maintained sole- 
ly by the passage of vehicles does 
not constitute a road. 

Words and phrases used in the 
above definition of “road” are also 
defined. 

‘Improved and maintained: Where 

actions have been and will continue 

to be directed to physically keep the 
road open to traffic. 

‘Relatively regular and continuous 

use’: Use by vehicles having four or 

more wheels which has occurred and 
will continue to occur on a recurring 
basis, for a predetermined, planned, 
or intended purpose. (An example 
would be access for equipment to 
maintain a stock water tank. Casual 
or random use by off-road vehicles 
or recreationists does not qualify). 

The foregoing definition has: little 
impact until one realizes that this same 
definition is used..as the basis for 
determining “roadless areas,” which to 
the BLM is one of the major 
considerations in deciding which areas 
should be classified as wilderness 
areas. Under the ¿proposed BLM 
criteria, an area must be roadless for 
consideration as a wilderness area. 
And the BLM's proposed definition of 
ce, qualify most 





of the public land administered by the 
BLM to be considered for wilderness 
area classification. What makes this 
situation even worse, is that the 
proposed procedures allow the BLM to 
put an immediate stop to any use that 
might degrade any of the areas under 
consideration for wilderness area 
classification. 

Much of today’s meeting was spent 
by the BLM's attempting to reassure 
the off-roaders that this would not 
happen. However, the off-roaders 
never lost sight for a moment that once 
the proposed procedures are finalized, 
the BLM can do pretty much as they 
damn well please and there will be 
nothing that we can do about it! 

What we can do...what we must 
do, is to make sure that the BLM's 
proposed procedures must be changed 
so that we can be assured of getting an 
honest break! And the only way that 
we can do that is to write some letters. 
Now don't say it won't do any good. 
Remember last year when President 
Carter wanted to close all of the public 
lands to off-road vehicles, and we put 
86,000 letters and messages on his desk 
in protest? Well, it worked then and it 
will work again, if we all do our own 
part. 

But first, before we tell you what 
and to whom you write those letters, 
let's examine the situation a little 
further. These are points that you may 
wish to include in your letters. Or you 
may wish to send the briefer message 
that follows. 


We must recognize that there are 
some areas of public land that should 
be protected, and wilderness area 
classification is a good way of 
providing this protection. Everyone 
knows this, so. we might as well 
concede this point if only to establish 
our credibility. 


However, by definition, a wilderness 
area must show no evidence of human 
habitation, so this tends to eliminate 
those areas wherein development 
(power transmission lines, buildings, 
etc.) has occurred. 

The mere presence of a primitive 
road or trail leading to, or through, 
the area under consideration for 
wilderness area classification, should 
not in itself be reason for not 
considering the. area for such 
classification. Therefore, the decision- 
making criteria for -establishing 
Wilderness Area should be based upon 
factors other than whether the area 
has roads, or is roadless. If the 
‘roads/roadless’ criteria were 
eliminated from the Wilderness 
Review Procedures, and realistic 
criteria substituted in its place, we 
could probably live with and support 
the BLM effort. Such criteria is 
difficult to set forth, but perhaps the 
following should be considered: 

1. Areas which do not reflect man's 

presence, either in the past or at the 

present time should be considered 
for wilderness area classification, 
provided that other criteria (such as 
social, economic, need, etc.) are met. 

2. Areas of special value (scenic, 

historic, etc.) which do reflect man’s 

presence in the past, present, and/ 


or future, either through buildings, 
roads, trails, structures, etc., should 
be protected to the extent necessary 
but should not be closed to continued 
use of vehicular roads or trails. Such 
access could be limited to ‘designated 
roads and trails’, thus allowing the 
casual off-road vehicle enthusiast to 
visit and enjoy these areas in the same 
manner as the horseman who visits 
the area on horseback. Competition 
events probably should not be allowed 
in such areas if they would create a 
conflict with other users and uses. 
3. With the exception of hazardous 
areas caused by man’s intrusion, all 
of the remaining public lands should 
be open to off-road vehicle use, 
whether for casual riding or sanc- 
tioned competition events. 

If you don’t wish to go into that 
much detail, then send this brief 
message to the three persons listed 
below: 


“I (our family) disagree(s) with the 
portion of the BLM's draft Wilderness 
Review Procedures that defines a 
‘road’ and ‘roadless areas’ as this 
definition only serves to further limit 
our access to our historic and 
continued use of the. public lands. If 
the BLM must define a road, then the 
definition should be as follows: 

“Roads are those established before 

November 1, 1973, with significant 

surface evidence of prior vehicle travel 

and a minimum width of two feet. 

Widening or extending of these routes 

is prohibited. If nature eliminates 

portions, it does not exclude vehicle 
use.”

speed average was 24 mph and then, 
when the trail got tighter, it was 
dropped to 12. A few of the better 
riders missed the speed change sign 
and burned the first check which was 
located at 11.6 miles. 

As the morning passed, the day 
grew warmer and a bit of dust 
appeared at places along the route. 
Most of the terrain was shrub-covered, 
with patches of pine in the higher 
spots, so when the sun began to beat 
down hard, those who wore their 
Belstaff jackets were soon roasting as 
the trail twisted through the shadeless 
manzanita. 

Numerous, difficult water crossings 
were welcomed. A particularly 
interesting section was between the 
first and second checks. A long 
downhill dropped off into a creek, 
paralleled it for a short distance through 
a tight thicket, then recrossed several 
times. This had the riders working 
overtime. At one place, the water was 
inching up to gas tanks where at the 
same moment riders had to duck 
under a huge log that had fallen across 
the creek. The ground beyond the 
water was a jumble of rocks and 
slippery logs, just the kind of thing an 
enduro rider likes to ride up on the 
pegs. 

Another somewhat difficult section 
had to be negotiated before the gas 
check, but so far the enduro had been 
moderately challenging, not- the 
normal Sawmill with its tradition of 
mud or snow or rain (and usually all 
three at once). Check four came at 
68.2 miles and then things began to 
get a little stiffer. The speeds seemed 
to remain at 24 mph and the trail 
became tighter and tighter. Heat 
became more of a problem, and in 
more forested landscape of the second 
loop, the patches of light and shadow 
on the ground made it hard to read 
the terrain ahead.. Many riders 
discovered that the late model, long- 
base motorcycles were not all that trick 
in the tight stuff. 

Some time could be made up on the 
fire roads, many riders could hook it at 
50 or 60 mph, but always had to be on 
the lookout for the occasional deep 
ruts that ran down the roads; the 
products of the frequent and heavy 
rains. 

With nearly 90 miles completed, the 
riders came within sight of the finish. 
It laid way down below, at the end of a 
deep canyon. The route to the canyon 
floor was a perilous, cliff-like, gullied- 
out downhill that was better suited as a 
launch pad for hang gliders. Below 
waited five crossings of Middle Creek, 
which, swollen with snow melt, was no 
longer a mere creek but a veritable 
Mississippi. Frustrated riders found

After a beautiful Hangtown week- 
end of plentiful sunshine graced 
the opening race of the AMA 125 
and 250cc Motocross Nationals, 
the opener for the Old Timers Nation- 
als at the same track the following 
weekend was treated to a total lack of 
cooperation from Mother Nature. 

Over 200 riders, representing Old

miles away, braved the wind, hail and 
rain to ride their first three motos on 
the first day of the event.

First place trophy went to Maico Joe 
McKenzie, the 46-year-old motocross 
star from Wenatchee, Washington. 
He had worked hard for the win in the 
first moto. Jim Saitone (Mai), on the 


Sierra team, had the holeshot in that 
moto but couldn't hold out against the 
onslaught of Dick Mann (Yam), also a 
Sierra member, and Maico Joe. Those 
two went out front to stage their own 
battle for the lead spot. Mann's flat 
tire eventually put him out of the 
fight, but Mel McKerlie (Hus), of the 
Washington team, had come into the 
picture. Also arriving to make a good 
race of it was Canada’s Zoli Berenyi 
(CZ), who had pulled up on the 
leaders from a mid-pack start.
